EDUCATION  COMMISSION. 

Public  School  Observations. 

During  t^ie  spring  months  your  secretary  had 
the  pleasure  an<|  the  privilege  of  speaking  to 
the  students  of  fifty  high  schools  on  the  subject 
of  Chrlstiajn  education.  The  cordial  manner  In 
which  the  [messages  were  received  by  both  stu 
dents  and  [teachers  was  very  gratifying  indeed. 
The  only  ijfKCM  Ir  that  it  was  Impossible  to  ac¬ 
cept  all  th)-  Invitations  which  were  so  graciously 
extended.  The  two  most  lasting  ibipresalons 
made  upor)  the  speaker  as  hr  went  from  school 
to  school  \kere: 

First,  tljat  children  are  going  to  school  as 
never  befojre.  Every  school  house  was  full  to 
overflowing.  In  a  majority  of  the  srhools  vis¬ 
ited  plans  [were  being  made  either  fdr  building 
a  larger  ajnd  a  more  modern  and  dp  to  date 
structure,  j>r  the  remodeling  and  enlhrgtng  the 
old  one.  I’hn  surprise  of  my  life  whs  to  find 
so  many  fjhlldre^  in  school  In  the  delta.  The 
average  m^n  of  the  hills  thinks  there  are  hut 
few  whlt^  children  In  the  delta  and  fewer 
still  who  po  in  school.  That  may  have  been 
true  a  few  years  ago.  hut  It  Is  certainly  not  the 
ease  now.  In  one  place  In  the  delta  a  fine 
building  wps  completed  and  occupied  a  year  ago. 
It  was  thought  (hat  the  building  would  be  ad¬ 
equate  for)  twenty  five  years  io  come.  This 
last  sesslotji  ther*  was  an  overflow,  there  being 
nine  hundred  students  enrolled.  This  is  the 
ease  all  ovjer  the  delta  as  well  as  In  every  sec¬ 
tion  Jn  Mississippi.  Such  a  school  spirit  was 
never  felt  in  Mississippi  before.  Our  people 
seem  to  1>*  determined  to  give  the  Children  of 
this  generation  st  least  a  common  school  ed¬ 
ucation. 

Second,  (hat  the  teachers,  the  parents  and  the 
students  a{e  responsive  to  the  appeals  for  the 
right  kind  of  education.  Education  may  be  go¬ 
ing  wrong  In  some  of  the  Institutions  of  higher 
learning,  apd  even  In  some  of  the  public  schools 
of  other  stjates,  but  certainly,  the  public  schools 
visited  by  your  secretary  are  still  true  to  the 
highest  and  best  in  education.  They  have  not 
sold  their  spiritual  birthright  for  a  selfish  and 
material  consideration. 

May  th*  I,ord  continue  to  smile  upon  and 
bless  our  public  schools.

(Kings  that  are  presented  him  by  his  teachd  if 
at:  the  same  time  and  In  every  second  of  his  ex¬ 
istence  he  Is  absorbing  from  diseased  organs  in 
his  body  toxic  material,  which  is  a  constant 
poison  to  his  brain  and  nervatis  system.  ,

In  the  language  of 
j  thp  apostle  let  the  college  president  sar  to 
j  him:  “if  any  man  loveth  not  th®  Lord  let! him 
j  be  ajiathema."

College*  Lin  k  of  Religion. 

What  the  colleges  need  is  what  all  the  World 
ncfeds — religion,  say  two  writers  who  agree  that 
Athqrican  institutions  of  learning,  as  a  class. 
ar£  pretty  well  lacking  In  what  should  be  the 
mglpsprlng  of  their  teaching.  "If  the  colleges 
are  to  retain  their  Importance,”  hays  E.  8.  )d*r- 
tit)  jin  Harper’s  Magazine,  "they  must  be  able 
to  Impart  ...  spiritual  leading  to  minds  that 
arh  jflt  to  receive  It.  If  they  don’t,  they  fail  In 
in  their  most  vital  office,  in  the  use  that  fn®*1 
of  them  were  originally  founded  to  serve;  If 
they  fail  in  that,  they  lose  their  leadership, 
wl^ich  will  go  to  men  of  faith,  as  it  always  dies.” 
’’A;n  Instructor,”  who  writes  under  this  nogi  de 
plalne  in  Scribner’s  Magazine,  agrees  whole¬ 
heartedly  with  Mr.  Martin  that  the  college* 
need  religion,  a  fact  which,  he  points  oult.  Is 
onjy  too  generally  disregarded.  Not  only  Is 
there  a  manifest  lack  of  Interest  in  the  subject 
of  religion  on  the  part  of  the  Individual  ijiem- 
beys  of  the  faculty,  he  states,  "but  In  sonje  of 
our  colleges  a  single  course  even,  in  th#  hlitory 
or  literature  or  philosophy  of  the  Bible,  In  re¬ 
cent  years,  ha*  been  omitted.”  He  discount!  the 
Idea  that  instruction  in  Christian  philosophy 
and  ethics  should  be  discarded  because  It  offers 
a  fertile  field  of  controversy,  since  to  carry)  tho 
argument  to  Its  logical  conclusion  "would  afford 
sufficient  reason  for  omitting  Instruction  Ii)  ev¬ 
ery  other  field.”  So,  holding  that 
roljleges  were  originally  started  as  Christlai  In¬ 
stitutions.  the  writer  Insists: 

’JThe  t|me  has  come  for  them  to  reaffirm  tjhelr 
faith.  A  definite  stand  for  or  against  Christi¬ 
anity  must  be  elected.  No  negative  or  neiitral 
position  will  suffice.  For  so  surely  as  any)  col¬ 
lege  attempts  to  occupy  middle  ground.  Juft  as 
Inevitably  will  positive  anti-Christian  teaching 
add  Ideals  creep  in.  If  you  doubt  this,  look 
arptind  you. 

’fThe  great  void  In  the  world  i*  th„  laeji  of 
standards;  standards  In  bbnsines*  In  nolBies 
In  International  relations— In  fact,  In  every 
walk  and  avocation  of  life.  Nowhere  is  this 
truth  more  manifest  than  In  our  colleges,  tyhat 
standards  exist  In  educational  theory,  In  tegch. 
Ing,  In  research,  in  scholarship.  In  advancement, 
of  professors,  save  the  most  artificial  and  super¬ 
ficial?  Above  all  else,  where  are  the  standards 
of  lofty  moral  Ideals  and  leadership  to  which!  the 
colleges  throughout  their  departments  fnc# 
pointed  their  undergraduates? 

:"The  Young  Men’s  and  Young  Women's  Chris¬ 
tian  Associations  are  performing  valuable  [ser¬ 
vices  In  our  institutions.  But  If  the  phllosqphv 
and,  ethics  of  Christianity  are  not  presented  on 
a  basis  of  Intellectual  parity  with  the  non- 
Christian  systems  of  thought  with  which  e  rery 
student  of  philosophy  Is  brought  into  com  act. 
work  of  a  religious  nature  operating  on  our 
rumpuses  lacks  the  solid  foundation  which  the 
superstructure  calls  for,” 

It  I*  necessary,  therefore,  holds  the  wrjter. 
that  If  religion  is  to  become  vital  In  the  col¬ 
lagen.  the  colleges  must  Imprint  their  official 


stamp  of  approval  by  offering  “adequate  and  at¬ 
tractive  courses  In  the  Christian  phlloaophy  and 
ethics,"  and  he  assures  us  that  tha  students 
themselves  will  be  found  snxioug  for  such  in¬ 
struction.  He  would  disarm  hostility  to  a  course 
In  the  Christian  philosophy  by  declaring  that 
"no  one  honestly  disbelieves  in  the  more1  vir¬ 
tues  of  the  Christian  teaching."  To  offer 
courses  in  religion,  then,  ’’la  but  thc  Initial  atap 
In  our  collegea.  To  Impart  trua  spiritual  land, 
ershlp,  the  whole  curriculum  should  he  per 
mealed  with  religious  teaching  and  Idea  la.” 
Unfortunately.  •>  are  told,  there  la  a  great 
dearth  of  moral  and  religious  Influeooe  oa  the 
pan  of  the  facultlea.  "evidenced  not  only  is  the 
conduct  of  their  courses,  but  also  in  tha  laek 
of  faculty  attendance  at  chapel  and  oihsr  re¬ 
ligious  services."  Yet,  says  the  wrltor.  when, 
you  ask  the^ students  who  of  the  fpculty  have 
been  of  the  greatest  Influence  and  balp.  you 
will  discover  they  are  usually  the  same  few 
teachers  who  have  Identified  themselves  with 
the  religious  life  of  the  college."  For 

"Religion  Is  more  than  a  matter  of  Instruction 
— it  Is  a  part  of  life  and  of  everyday  life  .  . 

The  naturalness,  attractiveness  and  power  of 
Christianity  can  ba  seen  most  clearly  In  the  llvos 
of  men.  Thus,  the  religious  life  of  our  colleges 
will  become  firmly  established  only  whoa  wa 
have  numbers  of  teachers  who  are.  In  every 
sense  of  the  word,  men  themselves — -sympa¬ 
thetic.  desirous  of  helping  and  gulfing  their  stu¬ 
dents.  understanding  nnd  loving  youth  When 
faculties  are  crowded  with  such  men  tntent  upon 
fttculcatlng  In  those  under  them  the  highest 
Ideals,  then,  and  not  till  then,  win  we  begin  to 
approach  a  solution  of  our  problem.” 

OrOOJtBIHTKNCY.

I  musLconfess  that  I  do  not  understand 
how  it  Is  poMlble  for  a  consistent  person  l« 
accept  the  divinity  of  Christ,  and  rsjoct  His 
deity.  Christ  .was  what  He  claimed  to  bo,  or 
he  was  Imposter.
